TWO BIG BALLS TONIGHT. 


Mr. Johnson "as the First Post­ 


master of Mankato Appointed 


by President Pierce. 


The h -tory of 
Minnesota could 
scarcely be written without ft glance 
at the scrolls whereon are emblazon­ 
ed the names of those who laid the 
foundation stones of this splendid 
commonwealth. 
Parsons K. John­ 
son. a resident of Brainerd, is the 
-ole surviving member of the first 
territorial legislature of the North 
Star state, says the Stillwater Gaz­ 
ette. 
The story of Mr. Johnson s life is 
a varied and interesting one, run­ 
ning hand in hand with the beeth, 
growth and development of the state 
through 55 long years aud today, 
with whitening hair, halting steps 
and failing sight, but his mind and 
memory keen and active, he watches 
the progress of the events with as 
great solicitude as ever he did when 
Minnesota existed in little more than 
name. 
Mr. Johnson was born in Vermont, 
May 8, 1816, raised in tho same at­ 
mosphere, playing the same boyish 
games, attending the same school, 
courting the same young girls, of the 
great Stephen A. Douglas. 
They 
were schoolmates, playmates and 
boyhood friends aud many are the 
excellent stories Mr. Johnson is able 
to tell today of the ‘ Little Giant.” 
While yet a young man, he, like 
many another, came West to grow 
up with the country, settling first in 
Illinois. 
It was there he had an op­ 
portunity to vote for his boyhood's 
friend, Douglas, for president iii the 
memorable campaign t hat made the 
immortal Lincoln president. 
After 
ten years of Illinois, he moved to 
Minnesota, arriving in St. Paul in 
1847. 
As was stated, ho was a mem­ 
ber of the first territorial legislature, 
which convened in the little log 
structure at the corner of Bench and 
Minnesota streets, Sept. 3, 18 ID, and 
continued in session until Nov. I, the 
same 
year.

Wells,

Mr. Johnson was the first post j 
master of Mankato, having moved to 
that place from St. Paul in 1852, 
and was appointed to that office by 
President Pierce. He was the first 
register of deeds of 
Blue Earth 
county, elected in 1856 and later on 
was elected to the seventh territorial 
legislature from the Tenth district, 
which embraced Blur Earth, Steele, 
Le Sueur, Faribault, Brown, Nicol­ 
let, Sibley, Pierce 
and 
Uenville 
counties. 
The house of representa­ 
tives at this session Lad 38 members. 
He held office of justice of peace at 
Mankato for fourteen years. 
He 
was a witness to the hang ng of the 
38 Sioux Indians at Mankato, Der, 
26, 1862. 
The venerable gentleman saw the 
first train of cars move out of St. 
Paul for St. Anthony. 
He -toed on 
the levee in St. Paul wb? n the first 
printing press was brought to Min­ 
nesota for James Goodhue. 
Mr. Johnson is a member of the 
first territorial pioneers association 
and takes great pleasure in meeting 
his friends of the early da vs of the 
state at the annual meetings held 
at St. Paul, 
iii* his intention to 
take part in celebrating the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
city of Mankato, which will take 
platy* in that town next June.

He was the first 
register of deeds of Blue Earth 
county, elected in 1856 and later on 
was elected to the seventh territorial 
legislature from the Tenth district, 
which embraced Blue Earth, Steele, 
Le Sueur, Faribault, Brown, Nicol­ 
let, Sibley, Pierce and Henville 
counties. The bouse of representa­ 
tives at this session had 38 members. 
He held office of justice of peace at 
Mankato for fourteen yean». He 
was a witness to the hanging of the 
38 Sioux Indians at Mankato, Dec*. 
26. 1862. 
The venerable gentleman saw the 
first train of cars move out of St. 
Paul for St. Anthony. He stood on 
the levee in St. Pan! when the first 
printing prees was brought to Min­ 
nesota for James Goodhue. 
Mr. Johnson is a member of the 
first territorial pioneers SMociabon 
and takes great pleasure in meeting 
bis friends of the early days of tbe 
state at tba annual meetings bald 
at St. Paul.
